•HEN the history of this'war is written the' one outstand- 


ing thing that will come in for bitter condemnation will 
be summed tip in one word. That word is: 


PROFITEERING. 


Some has said: 
''God pity the man who comes out of thi 


j war richer than when he went into it." This statement is prob 


j ably a little severe. But certain it is that this statement can be 


applied to those men who have been making money in unholj 
quantities by imposing exorbitant and robbing prices upon peo 
pie already staggering under the high cost of living. 


The figures given today on page 1 tell some interesting 


stories. When firms engaged in the selling of foods to people 
quadruple their profits in war times we believe that is criminal 
when firms engaged in the manufacture of clothing to be worn 
by people in war time quadruple their profits we believe that to 
be criminal; and when firms selling the natural products of the 
earth to keep people warm quadruple their" profits we believe 
that is criminal. 


The income tax returns filed in the state of Wisconsin tell 


some sordid stories. 
The stories are almost beyond belief. 


But the statements are there,—and no one these days ever heard 
of any concern that pads its income statements. 


Packing companies furnish people with things to eat. The 


packing business is iiretty much 'dominated by interests acting 
in unison these days. 
The figures show that the Plankinton 


Ca profits jumped from §285,636 in 1914 to $1,026434 in 1915 
and to 5878,070 in 1916. 
The Cudahy profits jumped from 


$137,482 in 1914 to 3836,698 and §695,586 in 1916. This is in- 
teresting to Madisonians because oMhe fact that the Cudahy 
company has two shops'in the city. 


The figures will show that the shoe manufacturers are doing 


welL And the little retail dealers have to stand the indignation 
of people buying $7 shoes because they come in intimate contact 


;j with the people. The retailers, however are getting but a small 


share of the profits. The manufacturer whose profits jump from 
$50,000 to $400,000 is the man who is getting the profits. 


Coal is nature's product. And yet this nation permits pri- 


vate concerns to monopolize this product and extort unheard of 
profits from people already staggering under the high cost of 
everything. 
What excuse can there be for allowing the profits 


of a wholesaler in coal to jump from $260,000 to $1,900,000 in a 
war time year? 


Of course it is to be expected that powder companies should 


*.. show fat income tax statements at this time. If a powder com- 
| pony, howererjs allowed to increase its profits from $157,000 in 


one year to 82,800,000 in 1916 is there any reason why a con- 


- siderable amount of those profits should not be taken by the gov- 


ernment to help prosecute this war? 


For the past two years newspapers have been indulging in a 


campaign of self pity. They have told the people that because 
of the high cost of paper and increased labor costs that they have 
barely been able to keep the wolf from the door. The paper and 
pulp companies have been telling the same story. 
The writer 


of this article recalls a talk a year ago with a paper manufac- 
turer who told -of the difficulties being encountered because of 
the'incr eased cost of Jabor and sulphite. 


The facts are these: The newspapers have never been so 


prosperous as they have been during this war. They have-done 
exactly what all other profiteers have done,—passed the in- 
creased cost, AND MORE TOO, on to the little fellow. They 
have increased their subscription and advertising rates,—and 
the little fellow, in the end, pays for that. Meanwhile the paper 
-manufacturers have been making unheard-of profits. 


It is a sordid story. The people are patient just now,—they 


arc centering their whole thoughts on winning this war. They 
propose, however, to deal later with these people who have been 
making these unholy profits on the articles of necessity for the 
common man.

On the western front in France and Belgium, and on 


the Italian front, where the" contending armies of the -chief' 
belligerents_in the world war have displayed little activity 
for some time, official reports announce a resumption of ho's- 
tilties of unusual activity for winter months. 
While the 


operations mentioned in the statements from the various 
army headquarters are of little consequence from a.military 
view, yet the general extent of the activity indicates that 
developments of considerable magnitude are in immediate 
prospect. 


Intensity of the artillery fire has increased all along 


the westenffront and raiding parties and air fighting have 
been resumed under more favorable conditions. The suc- 
cess of a German raid on British trenches west of La Bassee 
is announced by the British official communication which 
claims, however, that another hostile party was dispersed- 
west of Villers Guislain. In the Nieuport sector the French, 
war office announces the recapture of ground gained by the 
enemy in a raid Wednesday morning. The French state- 
ment also says that the artillery is.active in the Chaume 
wood front and in the sector of Hill 344 and claims the fail- 
ure of"ah enemy attack' at" ffie former place. ' More intense 
artillery firing between the Adige and Brenta valleys is re- 
ported in"the Italian statement, which also tells of.small 
engagements on the right bank of the Piave and .on the ' 
southeastern slopes of Monte Spinoncia. 


King Albert in his reply to Pope Benedict's peace-note- 


declares that Belgium will consent to peace only upon the 
guarantee 8f absolute political, economic and territorial in- 
dependence. 


Evidence of unrest among the people in Austria and 


Germany continue to reach the outside world through Swit- 
zerland and Holland. News of the Austrian strikes and 
peace demands appear to be generally known in Germany 
despite the efforts of the censorship to the contrary,.' The 
Austrians hope that the German workers would follow their 
lead, however, has not materialized, due probably to the ever 
powerful military- party.
